He op p osed many features of the 
Glass-Owen currency bill, but directed 
his strongest criticism at the p rovision 
denling with the issue of government 
notes and p roviding for a central gov­ 
ernment board with sup ervision over 
the sy stem as a whole. 
Mr. Aldrich said “extreme p ressure” 
was being brought to bear up on con­ 
gress to enact the administration bill 
and that the reason given was that 
the ndop tion of the bill was necessary 
to fulfill p romises made by the Demo­ 
cratic p arty . 
“The theory that the United States 
should issue currency In the form of 
its p romise to p ay ,” declared Mr. Aid- 
rich. "is a p op ulistic doctrine. 
"It had no standing as a Democratic 
p arty p rincip le until the advent of Mr. 
Bry an into the p arty p latform.”

Mr. Aldrich’s speech was delivered 
at the closing session of the national 
conference on currency reform. 
He 
made no reference to the so called 
Aldrich plan for currency reform. 
He opposed many features of the 
Glass-Owen currency bill, but directed 
his strongest criticism at I he provision 
dealing with the issue of government 
notes and providing for a central gov­ 
ernment board with supervision over 
the system as a whole. 
Mr. Aldrich said "extrem e pressure” 
was being brought to bear upon con­ 
gress to enact the administration bill 
and that the reason given was that 
the adoption of the bill was necessary 
to fulfill promises made by the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
‘‘The theory that the United States 
should issue currency in the form of 
its promise to pay,” declared Mr. Aid- 
rich. ‘‘is a populistic doctrine.
